Funerals for Edward Forbes and 
Homer Warren, the two klansmen 
slain with Young and Thomas, were 
held today. Forbes’ body was taken 
te Vergennes, Ill., his old home, this 
morning, and Warren was buried 
here this afternoon. 

Neither the Rev. P. R. Glotfelty, 


I, FE. Lee, of the Baptist church, who 
conducted the respective funerals, re- 
ferred to the trouble in Williamson 
county, except to declare that the men 
had beep excellent ctiizens and that 
the county was better for their hav- 
ing 'ived here. 
Young’s Body in Church. 

Young’s body continued to lie to- 
day at the First Baptist church and 
a constant stream of visitors filed 
past the bier. A blazing fiery cross, 
electrically illuminated, and a small- 
er cross of roses, with two baskets 
of flowers. formed the only decora- 
tion. The large cross was placed on 
the pulpit toe the left of the casket 
and the floral cross on the altar be- 
low, which the casket lies on. 

Clothed in a black suit with a 
bleck four-in-hand tie, Young  re- 
tained his look of determination even 
in death. 

TLc body of Thomas was taken 
from the undertaking parlors, where 
it had lain since the shooting, to 
his home today. 

Both men will be buried in the Her- 
rin city cemetery, Thomas tomorrow 
afternoon, and Young Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. Thomas will be buried in his 
family plot, which is on the extreme 
south side of the cemetery. Young’s 
body will lie in a concrete vault in 
the extreme northern part of the cem- 
etery. The lot which Young will oc- 
cupy is the first in a new addition 
to the burial grounds. 

Rest In Conerete Vault. 

The conerete vault which will house 
Young's body modeled after one 
which Mr. and Mrs. Young saw in 
New Orleans. At the time, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Young, they agreed that 
if one of them should die, such a, 
vault would be built. 

Five ministers will take part in the 
services for Young. They are the 
Rev. I. BE. Lee, of the First Baptist 
church of Herrin; the Rev. P. Rf. 
Glotfelty, of the First Methodist 
church of Herrin; the Rev. Carlton 
of the Baptist church in Marion, IIl.; 
the Rev. J. E. Story of the Herrin 
Christian church, and the Reg. B. 
E. Green, of “Hurst, Ill, formerly 
editor of a local newspaper. 

Funeral services for Thomas will 
be conducted by the Rev. Meeker, of 
th First Presbyterian church. 

Permit No Demonstrations.

TRAFFIC ON RAILWAYS 
IS STILL DEMORALIZED 


Flood at Newton Reaches 
Crossbars of Telephone 
Poles— Courthouse Ex- 
pected to Collapse. 


A great wall of flood water—origi- 
nating in the foothills of north Geor- 
gia during the recent record rainfall 
and now widening the Flint and Alta- 
maha rivers for miles—is sweeping 
across eight counties in the. southern 
and southeastern sections of the state, 
razing property and farm lands, killing 
cattle and endangering scores of lives. 

The property damage now is inesti- 
mable. It will probably reach half a 
million dollars. Thousands of cattle 
already have perished. Homes have 
been swept away as if they were paper 
playthings. Hundreds are homelesa, 
Scores are missing and some of these, 
it ig feared, may never be accounted 
for. 

Railroads are demoralized. Few 
trains are running in the counties of 
Mitchell, Baker and Decatur—in the 
Flint river flood area- and in Long, 
Wayne, McIntosh, Glynn and Camden 
counties in the Altamaha river inun- 
dated zone. 

Relief Is Rushed Refugees.

Revision of Georgia's compulsory

TOWNSEND SUFFERERS 
RECEIVE ASSISTANCE. 

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Townsend, Ga., January 25.—More 
than 100 homes are under water in 
Long and upper McIntosh counties 
tonight as the result of the unprece- 
dented rains the past ten days, but 
there have heen no fatalities reported 
so far, though physicians are being 
called upon to render medical aid to 


a number of people who have suffered 
attacks of influenza as the _ result 
of exposure. 

The first aid from outside the two 
counties affected by the flood was 
received late this afternoon, when sup- 
plies from the American Red Cross 
at Savannah were brought to Town- 
send for distribution after seemingly 
ingurmountable difficulties had been 
overcome by the almost superhuman 
efforts of the local citizens, headed 
by Dr. W. J. Long, and Lieutenant 
S. S. Hamilton, of Fort Screven, who 
is here with a detail of four men to 
render aid to Miss Frances Kirkpat- 
rick, director of the Red Cross ac- 
tivities, and who is supervising the 
distribution of the foodstuffs and 
other needed articles. 

Captain Spencer Returns. 

Captain Frank W. Spencer, who 
had charge of the tug Paulsen, which 
made a 12-hour trip from Savannah 
with the Red Cross suppliss, togeth- 
er with the United States engineer's 
vessel and the fast motor boat loaned 
for the occasion by W. J. Pierpont, 
will leave at daybreak tomorrow for 
the return trip to Savannah, his work 
having been completed with the un- 
loading of the supplies. 

When the tug Paulsen neared Cedar 
Point landing, which is about 18 miles 
from Townsend, a pilot boat was sent 
out to guide them down the small 
river inlet. The harbor was good and 
the big boat had no trouble in effect- 
ing a landing. 

Shortly after the boat had been 
docked, Dr. Long and a committee of 
Townsend citizens. composed of E, A. 
Nesmith. A. G. Middleton, Henry At- 
wood, Jules Atwood, G. W. Taylor 
and Harold Atwood, were conferred 
with by Captain Spencer, Miss Kirk- 
patrick and Lieutenant Hamilton. It 
was decided to make a survéy of the 
situation before anything was done. 

Make Survey in Row Boat. 

Equipping a row boat with a porta- 
ble motor, which was brought along by 
Captain Spencer, Miss Kirkpatrick 
and Lieutenant Hamilton fought their 
way from a negro Methodist church, 
11-2 miles from Townsend, to the 
main sections of the flooded «rea. Be- 
fore the boat trip could be made it 
was necessary to drive more than 15 
miles in an automobile over roads 
which were nearly impassable. Ths 
machine stuck in deep holes several 
times and it was only after much 
trouble that the first part of the trip 
was made.

Two brothers, Arthur J. Edwards, 
of Los Angeles, and Wesley J. Ed- 
wards, of Guilford county, North 
Carolina, now seeking title to the 
$10.000,000 properties. 

They claim to be heirs of Robert 
Edwards, a ship captain of pre- 
revoiutionary days, who, they say, 
obtained from ing George III, a 
grant of land in America which in- 
cluded the properties now adminie- 
tered by the church. 

Plaintiffs hold that Captain Rob- 
ert Edwards died intestate, after hav- 
ing leased the property to John 
Cruger and his brother. George, who 
subleased it to the church for 99 
years. They contend that the lease’ 
expired 59 years ago and wae never 
renewed, so that the present Trinity 
church corporation never has had le- 
gal claim nor title to the Jand where 
the church, the burial ground and 
adjacent skyscrapers now stand. 

The corporation contends that it 
holds the property on a grant direct 
from the British crown. Acording to 
ite 1923 yeur book, its assets were 
then $13,329,053 end its income for 
that year was $1,249,000.

The two trucks, which left Cedar

the afflicted people. They became 
stuck in the mud a half dozen times 
and had to be pulled out by the coun- 
ty gang forces. 

The area covered by the flood 
waters, which come from an overflow 
of the Altamaha river, which has 
emptied it waters from the Ocmulgee, 
Oconee and Ohoopee rivers, totals 
more than 15 miles. It is estimated 
that around 500 people are shut off 
from the rest of the world. 

With the arrival of the supplies 
and the expected drop in the water, 
it is expected that all danger of loss 
of life were passed, although the peo- 
ple will suffer for several weeks. 

Automobiles are braving the waters! 
and are managing to go about some 
eections of the flooded area, but not 
wifhout much trouble as the machines 
are continually stopping as the result 
of the engines getting wet 

Property Loss Inestimable. 

The loss of property cannot be es- 
timated, but it is known that the 
amount will run into the thousands 
of dollars. Thousands and thousands 
of head of sheep rnd cattle have per- 
ished. Huge fields of bedded pota- 
toes have been swept away. Hun- 
dreds of fences have been torn down 
by the pounding of the raging waters 
and all activities of an agricultural 
nature have been suspended. In or- 
der to go to the stores, it is neces- 
sary to ‘ecome saturated, as all 
places of business are surrounded by 
water. 

Among the heaviest losers are W. C. 
Davis, W. A. Roberson and J. A. 
Baxter. They alone report the loxs 
of 1,000 head of sheep and a large 
number of cattle, which were drowned 
in the swamp lands of the two coun- 
ties. Five hundred head of sheep were 
lost by H. A. Mitchell and L. A.

Those are the practical results to 
ry the president alluded, when he 
said: 

“I had rather talk of saving pen- 
nies and save them than theorize in 
millions and save nothing.” 

_The president warned certain am)i- 
tious bureau chiefs against running 
to their favorite congressmen and sen- 
ators to get larger appropriations 
than the budget allows them. Several 
instances of this have occurred. 

“Both the letter and the spirit of 
the budget and accounting act pro- 
hibit such actions,” the president 
said. 

Throughout his address, the presi- 
dent made it clear to the government 
employees that he intended to run the 
government, not as a charitable in- 
stitution for the support of indigent 
political hangers-on, but as a business 
organization, run at the lowest cost 

for the maximum service of the 110,- 
000,000 stockholders. 

Must Make Sacrifices. 

President Coolidge said the ‘tax- 
|payer had borne his burdens heroieal- 
ly ‘and that sacrifices commensurate 
with these must be made here at 
Washington. 

The economy effected here “has en- 
couraged business, abolished unein- 
ployment. made wages high and work 
plentiful.” the president said. 

To fulfill a wish of the late Presi- 
dent Harding, Mr. Coolidge made a 
special plea to the government em- 
ployees to co-operate in cutting off 
$62,000,000 from the estimates of ex- 
penditures for the remaining half of 
the current fiscal year. That would 
be a cut of two per cent in individual 
items. Before he died, President 
Harding had hoped to finish his term 
with government expenditures within 
the $3,000,000,000 line, President 
Coolidge emphasized that even with 
an extra $120,000,000 due to the vet- 
erans’ insurance bonus, the govern- 
ment is within $62,000,000 of the late 
president's goal. 

Takes Rap at Loafers. 
Then he turned to a theme which 


is extremely unpopular kere—the sub- 
ject of cutting off loafers who hang on 
to the government bureaus He 
opposed any salary increases. 

The average government employee's 
salary is $1,749, an increase of 54 per 
cent since 1913, the president said, 
While no cut is contemplated, the pay- 
roll must be reduced by lopping off 
superfluous employees, he insisted. 

“Tet me remind you that the gov- 
ernment pay roll for 1924 reached the 
staggering total of $1,680,000,000. 
This staggering total should cause con- 
cern. We have superfluous employees. 
It is an unpleasant and difficult task 
to separate people from the federal 
service, But it can be done. It will 
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be done. I advise federal administra- 
tors now to plan to operate with a 
smaller personnel than is now em- 
ployed.”

In an effort to forestall any out- 
break of typhoid or other disease in 


the flooded areas of south Georgia, 
two sanitary engineers of the state de- 
partment of health left Atlanta Mon- 
day morning for the flooded districts. 
Dr. L. M. Clarkson is to visit Albany, 
Newton and other points in southwest 
Georgia, while Dr. H. C. Woodfall, 
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Ludowici, Darien, Townsend and other 
points in that section. 
Typhoid Chief Danger. 

The chief danger at this time, it is 
said, is from an outbreak of typhoid 
caused by lack of drainage and san- 
itary facilities in the sections where 
people have %been driven from their 
homes by the floods and where there is 
difficulty in securing an unpolluted 
supply of drinking water. 

It will be to provide proper sani- 
tation and drainage facilities and to 
guard against the use of drinking wa- 
ter from contaminated wells, that the 
atate officials will devote their chief 
attention. 

No call for aid of the military de- 
partment of the state has yet n 
received from any of the flood districts, 
but Adjutant General Charles H. Cox 
on Monday wired state military offi- 
cers at Albany to furnish cots, tents 
or other apparatus needed to officers 
of the federal government or other de- 
partments of the state, who needed 
them for the proper conduct of their 
relief and preventive work. 

Several days ago, after a conference 
with the governor, the state board of 
health wrote letters to the mayors of 
all cities and fowns in the flooded 
areas and to other officials, pointing 
out the danger from insanitary living 
conditions and polluted wells, and di- 
recting how to guard against the out- 
break of any epidemic.

The water rose a few inches iast 
night, due to recent heavy rains from 
Atlanta to Macon, However, the river 
shows a net fall at Newton of about 
five feet. 

It is this falling of the waters that 
is most feared, for the people of 
Newton now, as they think that the 
buildings will crumble or be wrecked 
with the swift current that would be 
created by too rapid a recession of 
the water.

-_Comrade Who Was En- 
trapped in Caisson. 


Columbus, Ohio, January 26.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—A small gas- 
filled shaft, 47 feet deep, within a 


caisson of the new American Insur- 
ance building here, claimed the lives 
of four men today, three of the vic- 
tims going to their doom as heroes 
in the eyes of their fellow workmen. 
A fifth man, who went to the rescue 
of his pals in the shaft, came through 
unscathed and a few houre later a 
movement was started, intended to 
fittingly reward kim for his heroism. 

All were steamiitters, employed by 
the John Gill Construction company, 
of Cleveland. 

Circumstances surrounding the 
tragedy are not clear. It is believed 

wen was in the shaft fitting pipes 
when he was overcome ord fell to 
the bottom. Fellow workmen noticed 
that activity had ceased within the 
shaft. Then one of the victims climb- 
ed down to see what had happened. 

hen neither appeared within a 
short time, another went down the 
tube to investigate. Then McCarthy. 
the last of the victimes, volunteered 
and he disappeared through the mouth 
of the shaft some 18 or 20 feet above 
street level. 

Something Wrong Suspected. 


All was quiet within the tube and 
workmen gathered about suspecting 
that something was wrong. Ambu- 
lances ind physicians were summoned. 
_ Suddenly a huge crane swung high 
into the air from another part of the 
excavation. Dangling from its steel 
cable was a man. It swung around 
and deposited William V. (Big Bill) 
Martin, a structural steel worker, on 
top of-the caisson. Fellow workmen 
remonstrated. Three had gone down 
and had not come back, and he must 
not go, they declared. 

“Big Bill” snapped his fingers, put 
his foot into the rope stirrup and 
signalled the crane engineer.

As far as known here tonight no 
effort will be made to restrain the 
jitney ordinance by the Jitney Bus as- 
sociation. 

Smyrna Will Act. 

Smyrna, Ga. January 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A conference is to be held soou 
by Mayor Gid Morris and officials of 
the street’ car company, after which 
Smyrna council may take some action 
to bar jitneys operating from here to 
Atlanta in opposition to the street car 
company. 

No official action has been taken 
by Smyrna as it is not known here if 
the jitneys will continue to operate 
through Smyrna to the Marietta 
limits after the Marietta ordinance 
goes into effect Monday night. Coun- 
cil will await the result of Marietta’s 
ordinance and if jitneys continue to 
operate through Smyrna, an ordinance 
similar to the one passed by Marietta 
council, which elimingtes competition 
to the street car company by the jit- 
neys, will be sought here. 


Injunction Is Expected. 


Officials of the Georgia Jitney Bus 
association could not be reached Mon- 
day night for a statement as to what 
action they would take today. 

Several days ago, however, Holt Ge- 
winner, president, announced that an 
appeal for an injunction against en 
forcement of the ordinance would be 
filed within the next few days.

“Community house organs have be- 
come potent factors in selling com- 
munfties to themselves. In Atlanta, 
for example, the city council appro- 
priates a definite sum to assist in 
the publication of “The City Buili- 
er, a monthly organ with a circula- 
tion of eight thousand copies.

joint plans for assembling much of the 
rail mileage of the northwestern quar- 
ter of the United States into four 
great, unified systems of approximate- 
ly equal size. 

Samuel Rea, president of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, and his subordinates 
continued unwilling to accept the four 


system plan. No intimation of a 
stand on the subject was given by the 
commissioners.

ingen, whose negotiations for control | 
of the Erie, Chesapeake & Ohio and | 


other roads already have laid out the; 


structure for one of the four great sys- 
tems described; P. E. Crowley, presi- 
dent of the New York Central, and 
Daniel Willard, president of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, described the four-sys- 
tem plan, going into the financial stat- 
us, population served, and operating 
conditions. In addition, tentative 
proposals by the Pennsylvania made 
at previous conferences were analyzed. 

The emphasis of today’s argument 
for the four-system plan was that it 
proposed an equal vision of eastern 
rail mileage. Atlantic port facilities 
and terminal facilities, while it was 
argued the Pennsylvania plan proposed 
the creation around that road of a 
system that would be materially larger 
than any that might be built up for 
possible competitors after consolida- 
tion.

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5 757 TREES PLANTED

Of 
the total, 1.248 were dogwoods; 426 
crepe myrtles; 152 crabapples; 238 
oaks of all varieties; 707 various 
kinds of fruit trees, and 3,286 blos- 
soming shrubs.

Oldfield Would Stop 


Intention - to - Plant 
Reports on Cotton 


Washington, January 26.—A bill to 
prohibit the issuance of intention to 
plant cotton reports has been intro- 
duced by Representative Oldfield, dem- 
ocrat, Arkansas. 

The bill also would require the bu- 
reau of the census to obtain prompt re- 
ports. Further provisions of the 
measure would require the bureau to 
report only actual weight of cotton 
ginned and the actual number of bales 
‘baled. 

Representative Oldfield said the bill 
would confine the reports ‘‘to actual 
facts,’ and would eliminate reports 
based on “speculation.” He declared 
that within a few weeks a report 
would be isswed estimating the number 
of acres to be planted in cotton. This 
report. he asserted, would be ‘“‘a mere 
guess,” and generally serves to lower 
the nrice of cotton. 

If the bill is adopted, he said, no 
planting report would be issued until 
the cotton actually was in the ground. 

The measure, he said, also would 
prevent ginning reports being based 
on the number of bales with estimated 
weight and would limit them to the 
actual weight ginned.

PATHOLIC POLICY 


Paris, January 26.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press).—“Rome must cesse its 
attempts to make of Catholicism a 
political party in France,” Premier 
Herriot declared in the chawnber today 
during discussion on the suppression 
of the embassy to the holy see. 

The. premier charged’ the French 
bishops with attacking the laws of 
the republic upon instructions from 
the vatican. 

“Rome,” he said, “is trying to con- 
stitute Catholic parties everywhere. 
They have succeeded easily in Uer- 
many; they are now attempting a sim- 
ilar thing in Italy and France. Should 
they succeed, it would be a great mis- 
fortune for our country. 

“The pope has congratulated the 
Catholics for’ having organized in 
France. This is intervention in French 
internal affairs. The pope should have 
remained politically neutral.” 

Abbe Lemire, deputy for Nord de- 
partment, interrupting, said: “He is. 
That is why, I, a Catholic priest, am 
a member of the radical party in pol- 
ities.” 

Replying to the deputies who men- 
tioned the emotion throughout the 
Catholic world should France break 
off diplomatic relations with the vati- 
can, M. Herriot exclaimed : 

“How can the Catholics of the 
United States reproach us for not hav- 
ing an ambassador at Rome, when 
they have none themselves?” 

Paul Simmons cried: _ 

“Yes, but one of the first acts of 
President Wilson upon his arrival in 
Europe was to call on the pope as an 
act of deference. Would you have 
done as much?” 

M. Herriot answered : 

“T have never uttered a word which 
might be construed as-».disrespectful 
toward the pontiff. Thus, should I 
ever happen to be in Rome, I would 
not feel it awkward to call on the 
pope. But I would not discuss the 
laws of the French republic with 
him.” :

Editor Constitution: The inclosed copy of 
my letter to our new district forester is 
for your information. Mr. Reed resigned 
as district forester, effective December 8}. 
to engage in private forestry practice, as 
perhaps you know. 

The writer appreciates the decided stand 
you have always taken concerning the mat- 
ter of opposing any federal land policy 
which would in any way interfere with the 
forest service program and the adminiat 
tion of our national forest lands under a 
United States department of agriculture. 
Our forests can be made the great national 
Playgrounds that our people deserve, when 
good roads, the key to the whole matter of 
outdoor recreation in our mountain region, 
are constructed. I am sure that you agree 
that an extension of the national forest 
areas in Georgia to connect up the Cherokee 
and the Nantahala forests along the south 
slope of the Blue Ridge mountain divide, is 
greatly to be desired, not alone for the 
closer reach of the citizens of our state to 
these public playgrounds, but also for the 
necessary protection to be afforded at the 
head of the Chattahoochee river watershed. 

In making up the program for the next 
meeting of this association, we hope to 
have general discussions on the subject of 
a distinctive Georgia national forest, simi- 
lar to the Alabama forest and the Florida 
forest, and urge the need of a purer water 
supply and more constant stream flow for 
the Georgia cities and towns depending upon 
our rivers and streams, which shouid have 
adequate forest protection at their sources. 
As we need better recreational facilities in 
our Georgia mountain region, it is most 
fortunate that we may bave all of these 
many benefits combined on our national 
forests, and as forest road allotments are 
based on acreage in each state, we should 
have two or three times the present acreage 
in these publicly owned lands in Georgia. 

Your usual cooperation in the plans of 
this association will be doubiy appreciated 
from now until the time of our next an- 


nual meeting, and as we work for the best 
development of our Georgia mountains we 
can be assured that every citizen of the 
mate has a vital stake in this matter, while 
the forest service program will play an 
important part in many ways through our 
cooperation.

Says Ratifying Methods 
Ought To Be Changed 
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Among the many defects or deform 

ties which the amateur mother dis 
covers in her first born from time to 
time is flat foot. The little tot’s toot- 
sies really seem to have no arches; 
they're like the iatest fad in figures, 
all straight lines and no curves. But 
that is all right. The baby’s arches 
are filled with pads of fat. 
_ There are several kinds of flat foot. 
The causation. effects and treatmen: 
of the trouble of course vary with 
the character of the abnormality pre>»- 
ent and the successfu] management 
of a given case calls for the knowledge 
and skill of the physician, since the 
foot is more-or less a part of the hu- 
man system. Indeed, the physician's 
care of the general health is often 
more important than any mechanicai 
manipulation of the foot and in many 
cases, particularly in young: persona, 
the general treaiment is all that is 
necessary or advisable. It is a grave 
mistaks, as everybody knows, to begin 
the use of crutches when one’s Jegs 
feel. weak or lame. It is a greares 
mistake to resort to alleged arch propa 
or footwear which purports to “sup- 
port” the arches, uniess this is done 
by direction of a surgeon. 


In some recent talks I have ae- 
scribed here the conimonest kind of 
flatfoot, known as static valgus, prv- 
nated feet, weak ankles, weak feet, 
early flatfoot. ‘he use of arch prups 
and similar supports in such a condi- 
tion is likely to do permanent harm. 
for such improper treatment actually 
favors the development of permanent 
flat foot. 

Besides static valgus, other forms o1 
flat foot are rigid flat fout, paralytic 
flat foot, infections flat foot (that 
which occurs in some eases of rheu- 
matoid arthritis), and the natural flat 
foot of babies and negroes. ‘The nat- 
ural flat foot of babies is merely a 
filling of the hollow of the arch with 
a pad of fat, as already mentioned. 
The natural flat foot of vigorous, 
healthy negroes is a racial] anatomica 
characteristic, like the flat nose and 
thick lips of the colored race. Some 
individuals of pure white blood never- 
theless have rather flat noses or low 
arches, while others have anormally 
thin lips and high arches. It would 
be as futiie to attempt to change the 
shape or size of the nose with a brace 
or other appliance as it is to try to 
change the shape of a naturally low 
arched foot. 

If the conditions in a given case 
seem to call for support, it becomes a 
problem for the physician to decide 
whether this should be applied by 
means of specially adapted shoes per- 
haps having raised iuner borders, or 
by flexible straping. or by flexible 
pad, or by rigid plates made upon 
casts. In many cases of established 
flatfoot or “falling arches,” it is nec- 
essary to restore the foot to its normal 
posture, by manipulation under an 
anesthetic, before any corrective meas- 
ures can be of avail. It would be 
foolish to subjeet the feet tu the in- 
dignity of arch props ox other mechan- 
ical support if there are fixed sub- 
luxations or partial dislocations of the 
bones of the foot; surgical treatment 
is indisnensable to restore fiexibility 
before the arch plates can be of any 
service.

When Shall We Stop Murder Farming?

The other day in a small north 
Georgia community a young wan, 
home on a visit, was alleged to be 
drinking and making himself obnox- 
ious. Someone told the marshal and 
that officer sought out the young man 


and remonstrated with him. <A quar 
rel ensued. The marshal was forceu 
to arrest the boy, but allowed him to 
make a cash bond on the spor, then 
he turned to walk away. The young 
man followed, abusing the officer ver- 
bally. Suddenly in a fit of passion 
he whipped out a pistol and fired 
four shots at the other, then, realizing 
what he had done, he turned the pistol 
on himself and fired the last shot into 
his own body. The marshal died a 
little later, the life of the young man 
still hangs in the balance. A man 
well liked and respected in his com- 
munity who was committing the crime 
of living up to his oath of office is 
dead; a young man with life before 
him may die—anyway his life is 
blasted. All because of a pistol! 

Is it conceivable to think of a 
thing like that happening without the 
pistol? If that young man had not 
had that weapon of murder upon him 
those two men would be alive, well 
and happy today—and probably good 
friends. 

When a thing is created for 2 spe 
cial purpose—for one purpose only— 
the chances are that sometime in 118 
existence it is going to be used. for 
that purpose, 

And why is a pistol created? 

One does not shoot squirrels or rab- 
bits or quail with it. Few engage 
in the harmless sport of target shvot- 
ing with it. 

It is an instri ment made. sold and 
bought for one purpose, and one only 
—the shooting of man. 

Yet today in the most progressive 
nation in the world there are thou- 
sands of American citizens working in 
great factories making these things 
which are sold and used for the pur- 
pose of shooting down other American 
citizens, 


| Consider that thought carefully. 
Here it is again: In this most ad- 
| vanced age of civilization thousands 
‘of men, millions in money, great man- 
ufacturing institutions are engaged in 


producing pistols for the sole purpose 
of shooting men. 

In turn these pistols are legally 
and publiely sold to individuals who 
buy them with the idea of putting 
them to only one use—the shooting of 
| their fellowmi.n. 

Yet we are an enlightened people 
and live in a civilized age! 

Is it anything to wonder at that 
the United States has the highest mur- 
dee rate among civilized nations? 

How many’ murders are committed 
with knives, clubs, axes or shotguns? 
So few that it is rare news when one 
occurs and the fact of the weapon 
is featured by the press. 

How many murders are committed 
with pistols? So many that we take 
it for granted that a pistol was the 
Weapon used when we hear of a 
murder. 

Every man who owns a pisto! is 
\a potential murderer. A _ fight, a 
‘fit of anger, a hasty quarrel, a mo- 
‘mentary loss of balance may cause 
him to use it for the purpose it is 
designed for. The handiness of a pis- 
tol bas ‘cost’ many ‘a man his life, 
and many another his liberty. The 
pistol is a most prolific provider for 
_both the undertaker and the prison. 
Many a man has gone to a disgraceful. 
death on the gallows or in the chair 
simply because a pistol was conven- 
lent at the wrong time in his life. 

Yet we go on making and selling 
¥ sitals—farming murder. We plant 
the seed with the making. 
vate the crop with the selling. and 
possession of pistols. Then when we 
reap the harvest we punish with ut- 
most severity the weak or irresponsi- 
ble individual who only used tne 
means we provided for him. Is jit 
fair? Is it humane? Is it sane? 

When are we going to stop this 
‘murder farming?

There- are six cities in Georgia 
where water supply during 1924 is! 
described as “dangerous ;” seven wiih 
water called “doubtful,” and 63 which 
either send in no samples or too few 
to judge the condition of their water. 

Covering the report in regard to the 
extent of the cooperation given tie 
health department in this work, it is 
reported that 141 cities gave excellent 
cooperation; nine gave “fair” coopera- 
tion, apd six “poor” cooperativn. 
Sixty-three are also listed as giving no 
cooperation whatever. 


City Supplies Better. 

The report points out that there has 
been a marked improvement in tie 
condition of city water supplies during 
the three years during which this sys- 
tem of inspection and certification has 
been in force. ‘The number of cities 
having dangerous water supplies has 
decreased; for instance, during the 
three-year period from eleven to six. 
while the number giving no coopera- 
tion in the work has decreased frow 
87 to 63. Three years ago only 56 
cities were reported with “excellent” 
water supplies, compared to the 143 
today, while only 55 were reported as 
giving excellent cooperation in the

That is, that 
the future hope of.the theater in 
America lies somewhere in this type 
of work—somewhere in the develop- 
ment of native drama, written by na- 
tive writers about the places and the 
people they know, and produced by. 
natives with nothing but home folks 
in tle cast. 
' Tt is probable that these Carolinas 
Playmakers are the leading exponents 
of the folk-play idea in America to- 
day. Certainly they put on at least 
one production, out of the three they 
gave us last night, which is but rarely 
excelled, or even equalled, on any 
stage, domestic or foreign, amateur or 
professional. ‘That statement is bed- 
rock fact, too, and not the exuberant 
blurb of a fanatical enthusiast, or the 
extravagant claim of one who has 
adopted a pose of superior disdain 
about the “commercial stage.” 


“Fixin’s’”’ Is Perfect Gem.

Norris for Open Sessions. 

There was general discussion of the 
whole theory of executive sessions. 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska, in a fiery 
speech, declared that executive ses 
sions should be abolished and every- 
thing should be discussed in the open.

“But 
you didn’t look goed to him, kid,” the 
veteran said. “That slide of yours 
was enough to queer you with any 
scout.” 

He referred to the ignorance whicn 
cost me a sprained ankle. Then and 
there I resolved to perfect my sliding. 
Joe cheered me up with tbe inforina- 
tion that I looked good to him and 
that plenty of scouts made mistakes, 
“The scout that always guessed right 
in the ivory market,” he said, “would 
be the highest priced man in baseball. 
When that bad dog of yours comes 
around, Tl show you what I know 
about sliding.” And he did, helping me 
more than he knows. 

A Hard Hitter. 

The other event that showed me 
I had a real job on my hands to reach 
the majors was a home run by Clar- 
ence Kraft, first baseman of the Har- 
risburg club. He vas, and still is, a 
long-distance hitter, much feared by 
minor league pitchers. The ball he 
hit against Reading was the longest 
I had seen until I watched Babe 
Ruth in action. And I saw that a 
man who could hi+ like Kraft wasv’t 
in the majors, But I resolved to keep 
nlugging away, etay in the best of 
physical condition and see what an- 
other vear would bring forth. 

In the meantime I went back to 
the mines as a weighmaster. Before 
the first of the year, I was notified 
by the Reading club that I was a 
free agent. War _ conditions had 
caused most of the minor league clubs 
to decide upon suspending for the 
1918S season. when I received an 
offer in March to play baseball, I ac- 
cepted. 

The job was offered me by Ray 
Evans, who had played third base 
for Syracuse. It was with a North 
Canton, Ohio, concern, interested in 
an industrial basebal]) league.

The department of agriculture. for instance, has increased its estimate 
of the world’s consumption last season by 582,000 bales.

Just 
why the earlier under-estimate was put out is not explained and the de- 
partment is being taken bitterly to task for publishing figures of which, it 
could not be sure. The criticism appears to be deserved and emphasizes 
the unwisdom of a governmental policy that seeks to provide business 
men with statistics that they can obtain themselves. 

A Manchester dispatch, which asserted that the Master Spinners’ Fed- 
eration had issued a statement in which a very pessimistic view of Lan- 
cashire’s future was expressed, has also created more or less comment. 
It is generally discredited here because it is in conflict with private re- 
ports, as well as because the advance in sterling is regarded as a harbinger 
of commercial prosperity for Great Britain. 

The domestic dry goods markets showed an improving tendency until 
Friday, when they were somewhat chilled by the sudden decline in cotton 
futures. Just as soon aS the contract market becomes steadier a revival 
of activity is expected, as every one seems agreed that jobbers and re-

The revenue act of 1924 provides 
that losses not compensated for by 
insurance or otherwise are deductible 
if incurred in trade or business, in 
any transaction entered into for profit 
though’ not connected with the tax- 
payer's tfade or business or if arising 
from “fires, storms, shipwreck, or 
other casualty or from theft.” 

Losses connected with the purchase 
and sale of merchandise are ascer- 
tained by means of inventories, which 
are required whenever in the opinion 
of the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue their use is necessary in order 
clearly to determine the income of 
any taxpayer. 

A manufacturer may be compelled 
to scrap machinery because it has be 
come inadequate.
